TENDERS of the democratic party in Michi- 
L gan have cautioned voters in considering 
the claims of Henry Ford, put forward as a 
favorite son presidential 
candidate from the 


state, to ascertain first whether Mr. Ford under- 
stands and embraces democratic 
principles. 


This may be a stymie for Mr. Ford, 
whose 


strong point is practical decisions rather than 
theory, political or otherwise. The chances are 
! 


that Mr. Ford wouldn't know a democratic or a 
republican principle if 
lie met one. 
Party 


fundamentals are based, finally, in certain in- 
terpretations of history, and Mr. Ford, is on 
record with the belief that "history is bunk." 
In this, it is true, Mr. Ford differs not greatly 
from the average sun-of-mine voter. 
Of late 


years party principles have not cut much ice. 
The issues which originally segregated the two 
major parties are largely dead, and the theories 
based upon the rival interpretations of the is- 
sues are correspondingly vague in popular per- 
ception. It would be fairly hard to find any 
one, outside of students of politics, who could 
Eum up the arguments on the point of state's 
rights, for instance. And even the tariff is an 
issue that nowadays cuts across party lines. 
Still, the major parties have a certain opposi- 
tion in a general way, if no more than a differ- j 
ence in state of mind and point of view. 
And 


they have the right to ask that one who seeks 
their endorsement be conversant with this point 
of view and sympathetic toward it. 
We have 


not heard that Mr. Ford bothered much about 
any one's viewpoint hut his own. 
If the demo- 


cratic party swallows the Lizzie King they may 
M him sauced with a lot of startling ideas 
that the party will find it difficult to digest. 


What of It? 


QOME of the newspapers are making a fuss 
^ because J. P. Babcock has recently been cor- 
nered and made to confess that' his famous 
"Chinese" game of Mah Jongg is in fact an in- 
vention of his own. 
They are affecting to have 


a good laugh at the gullible American public 
for falling so hard for a foreign invention that 
owes its intricacies to a Hoosier, of America, 
American. This, we think, is unfair. Instead 
of laughing at the public, and*at Mr. Babcock, 
we should rather 
admire the genius 
which 


could evolve 
from a simple Chinese 
game 


something to amuse and challenge the wits. 
Mah Jongg, one hears, is supplanting bridge as 
a standard pastime. This is an achievement of 
the first water, and commands respect for its 
inventor rather than ridicule. 


What difference does it make that Mah 


Jongg owes its individuality to an American 
instead of a Chinese? 
The point is that it is a 


good game, rather than anything else. And if 
the exotic nature of the Chinese-made tiles adds 
to the popularity of the game, as it undoubtedly 
does, neither is that a thing to cavil against, 
it is sufficient that the pieces are in fact good- 
looking, whether they come from China or are 
aade in Hoboken, N. J. 


Babcock is a real chap, or he couldn't have 


worked.out the game, and it is a good game or 
People would not be so keen on it.

Thus the legal point 
which made the issue one of general importance 
was discarded, and the case became one of per- 
sonalities rather than of law, the disposal of 
which has more relation to politics than any- 
thing else.

track and not down the right of 
way toward a crossing. 


Whistles should be standard- 


ized and given a higher pitch and 
the use, of similar whistles for 
other purposes 
prohibited, ac- 


cording to Dr. Foley. 


Dr. Foley has calculated that 


2,434,028 tons of coal are con- 
sumed a.nnually in 
generating 


steam to blow the nation's loco- 
motive whistles, a cost of $7,- 
302,078, estimating the coal at 
$3 a ton.
